Be Up 23 Cents 





An increase of 23 cents in the 
San Bernardino county tax rate 
for the next fiscal year appeared 
likely today as the supervisors yes- 
terady considered the proposal 
budget, and granted some salary 
increases. 

As tentatively figured now the 
new county budget will be $300,- 
000 higher than’ the total adopted 
for 1944-45, it was revealed by 
Chairman Frank Mogle. 

Sheriff Emmett Shay and Cor- 
oner R. EB. Williams appeared be- 
fore the supervisors yesterday and 
asked that their salaries be 
increased. No action was taken. 

The supervisors, however, gave 
increases to several appointive of- 
ficials as well as to some of the 
justices and constables. 

The new salary budget ‘totals 
$1,880,362.92° as compared with 
$1,715,873.36 for 1944-45.

The press dispatch concerned 
the state legislature's recent ac- 
tion in adopting a joint resolution, 
addressed to President Truman. 
Federal Loan Administrator Snvy- 
der and all U. S. senators and con- 
gressmen from California. 

The resolution urged that in the 
conversion or “Fontana and other 
basic western industries,” that 
“fullest consideration be given to 
programs which contemplate the 
continued onvcration of these plants 
by those who pioneered them.”
